that the State Highway Engineer is directed to accompany a delegation fro a 
Galveston County to Washington i n connection with the furtherance of this} 
application. 

In Galveston County, the Commission having accepted the tender of 
aid by the U. S. Federal Emergency Administration of Public Works i n 
the amount of not to exceed $675,000.00 and having by Minute No. 11638 
awarded Contracts A, B, and D to the Austin Bridge Company of Dallas on 
their t o t a l low bid of #1,675,027.00 for the construction of the Galves­
ton Bay Causeway, State Highways 38 and 146, P.W. A. Docket 1968, i t i s 
ordered by the Commission that an appropriation of #1,265,027.00 State 
funds is hereby made to cover the difference between the t o t a l estimated 
project cost of $1,940,027.00 and the P. W. A. allotment. A.F.E. 36-1 

In Galveston County_,_ i t is ordered by the Commission i n conformity 
with agreement with the Commissioners * Court of Galveston County, Texas, 
that the County relieve the State Highway Department from the responsibility 
of maintaining, repairing and operating the present Causeway over Gal­
veston Bay, State Highway Mo.

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In Coryell, Hamilton and Mills Counties, on Highway No, 7, from 
Gatesville i n Coryell County to Goldthwaite i n Mills County, upon agree­
ment of the three counties involved to secure necessary right-of-way of 
not less than 100*, on looation approved hy the State Highway Engineer, 
the Commission agrees out of the 1937 Regular Federal Aid Program, i f 
kept intact, to construct a substantial project i n each of said counties. 
In preparing right-of-way maps the State Highway Engineer is directed to 
include several road-side park sites, as the counties affected have 
agreed to secure right-of-way for these parks. 

In Coryell County, i t is ordered by the Commission that Highway 
^o. 7 be completed into Gatesville from the east with the present pro­
grammed funds or that i t be placed on the 1937 Regular Federal Aid Progralla. 
This action is taken on condition that the Commissioners' Court of Cor­
y e l l County agrees to secure right-of-way from Gatesville west to the 
Hamilton County li n e . 

In Coryell County, i t is hereby ordered that an additional projec 
be added to the program for 1936 U, S. Works Program Highway Funds, which 
project shall be identified as Item No. 68 of the WPH Classification, 
providing for grading and drainage structures on Highway No. 7 extending 
from 5.4 miles East of Gatesville to a point 9.2 miles East of Gatesville 
a distance of 3.660 miles, with an allotment of $90,000.00 1936 U. S. 
Works Program Highway Funds; and the State Highway Engineer is directed 
to submit a request to the U, S, Bureau of Public Roads providing for 
this program addition.

In Dawson County, i t is ordered by the Commission that an appro­
priation of $3,000.00 be made to cover the cost of placing an asphaltic 
treatment on the spur from Highway No. 9 to Ackerly, a distance of 1.777 
miles, and an appropriation of $250.00 to cover the cost of maintenance 
on this spur for the balance of the fis c a l year. I t is further ordered 
that the spur be made a part of the Highway System and taken over for 
maintenance. This work is to be done under the direction of the State 
Highway Engineer through the Maintenance Division.
